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Barity trbldfralW ^Rose credentials as a politi- 
cal pnophet hardly place him in the category of 
a Delphic oracle, cannot really expect a serious 
response to his suggestion that Mr. Fulbright re- 
sign as chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. Indeed, his charge that the Senator 
is giving “aid and comfort to the enemy” because 
of his criticisms of the Vietnam war is considerably 
less than sporting. The 1964 Republican presiden- 
tial candidate has not hesitated to avail himself 
of the right of criticism on this and practically 
every other subject, though whether he gives aid 
and Comfort to anyone is a matter of some ques- 
tion. Nevertheless, the critical Mr. Fulbright ought 
not to be too sensitive about gratuitously proffered 
advice, i In November, 1946, the Senator from Ar- 
kansas himself suggested that because of the Re- 
publican congressional victory ^jresident Truman 
ought to assign and allow a RepmhHwiSecretary 
of Statarco succeed him. It is a reasonam^urmise 
tha^Hr. Fulbright’s answer to the present atoice 
w^rbe about the same as Mr. Truman’s eloquHtf 
silence nearly 20 years ago. 
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
